are to be built. Mr. Fitzgerald, of New 
York, criticised the conferrees 
for

N. H., navy yard. He thought the great 
navy yards which were running en 
half time for want of work should b» 
built up and the small yards aban- 
doned.

to the detriment of the stomachs of the 
poor man's children. The poor man 
who would fight for an hour with a 
pushcart peddler over the price of a 
banana gives his child a cent unwisely 
In this case, although no doubt it is n 
temperamental satisfaction to him. Of 
course there is a side to the expendi- 
ture or the poor which is wholly bad. 
Discouragement breeds a recklessness 
which has no economical value. Apres 
moi le deluge (cut nnd drink, for to- 
morrow ye die) is often the uncon- 
scious thought of the very poor. IIopu- 
Icss of improvement, they take no 
thought of the morrow and are some- 
times greater spendthrifts than tho 
very rich. But this is the poof man's 
disease and is remedied only by better 
ircumstances. 
They who can afford to live on a big 


scale pay less for necessaries than the 
poor. It is one of the hardest aspects 
of poverty that it is only tho rich who 
In some ways can afford to be econom- 
ical. They pay less very often than 
the very poor for the necessaries of 
life. 
This Is strikingly true of coal, 


for Instance. The dwellers in teurineiit 
houses have no place to store a large 
quantity of coal even if they hud 
enough money on hand to buy it by the 
ton, so they are forced to buy by the 
basket at a much higher rate, thu-, 
paying from 40 to CO cents for a hun- 
dred pounds, while the rich man, buy 
Ing by the ton, pays only from 20 to 
25 cents a hundred pounds. The rent, 
too, of the very poor in the toneuii'iit 
houses Is, considering the aceoinuu«!a- 
tions afforded, much higher than tin1 
rent Of the well to do, iind the same 
principle applies to other things. The 
dealings of the poor are nocos&arlly of 
such a miserably retail chai.icter that 
the rate paid Is commonly enormous,v 
high.--Aluslce's Magazine.
